Worthy to Escape

said to them, “See ye 
not all these things? 
verily I say unto you, There shall not be 
left here one stone upon another, that 
shall not be thrown down.” Then the 


next verse says, “And as he sat upon the _ 


mount of Olives, the disciples came unto 
him privately, saying, Tell us, when shall 
these things be? and what shall be the 
sign of thy coming, and of the end of 
the world (age) ?” 


The answer that Jesus gave to these 
three questions is found recorded in the 
24th and 25th chapters of St. Matthew, 
the 13th chapter of St. Mark and the 
21st chapter of St. Luke. He speaks of 
the destruction of Jerusalem, of His 
second coming and of the great tribula- 
tion. Only Luke gives us the closing 
words of this discourse. He says, “And 
take heed to yourselves, lest at any time 
your hearts be overcharged with surfeit- 
ing, and drunkenness, and cares of this 
life, and so that day come upon you 
unawares. For as a snare shall it come 
on all them that dwell on the face of the 
whole earth. Watch ye therefore, and 
pray always, that ye may be accounted 
WORTHY TO ESCAPE all these things 
that shall come to pass, and to stand 
before the Son of man.” Luke 21:34, 
33, 36. 


The above scripture does not state 
plainly just the experience necessary to 
be accounted worthy for translation and 
escape the tribulation, but it does exhort 
to a life separated from worldly con- 
ditions and unnecessary care and to a 
constant life of watchfulness and prayer. 

In the 4th chapter of the book of 
Revelation St. John tells us of a company 
that he saw in heaven, the living creatures 
(R. V.) and elders crowned and in serv- 
ice before the tribulation began. Verse 9, 
chapter 5, tells us they were redeemed 
saints. We understand that the tribula- 
tion begins with the beginning of the 
breaking of the seven seals in chapter 6. 
Then after this we find that St. John 
saw several companies translated and 
arrive in heaven during the time of the 
tribulation, but the living creatures and 
elders were the only ones that he saw in 
heaven before the tribulation began. So 
then it would be scriptural to consider 
them the ones accounted worthy to es- 
cape the tribulation, and a little study 
of these will give us a good understanding 
of what it means to be worthy, what it 
means to “be ready for translation when 
Jesus comes. 


The four living creatures and twenty-

four elders are considered representative 
numbers and represent many more of 
their kind or rank. 


We first wish to notice that according 
to Rev. 4:6 and 5:6 the living creatures 
are in the midst of the throne with Christ. 
In Rev. 3:21 Jesus says, “To him that 
overcometh will I grant to sit with me 
in my throne, even as I also overcame, 
and am set down with my Father in his 
throne.” The living creatures occupy this 
place. We accept them as full overcomers. 


Next we wish to notice that the living 
creatures had faces like a lion, an ox, 
an eagle and a man. Rev. 4:7; Ezek. 
1:10. The face denotes character. These 
faces set forth the characteristics of the 
living creatures. The lion is the king of 
beasts. He stands at the head of the 
beastly tribe. Gen. 49:9 says Juda is a 
lion’s whelp. Rev. 5:5 speaks of Christ 
as the Lion of the tribe of Juda. The 
lion is a symbol of boldness, strength and 
overcoming power. 


The eagle is the king of birds. He 
stands at the head of the feathered tribe. 
He is a type of that high lofty nature 
that belongs to a real Christian life. The 
eagle mainly inhabits the mountains, sits 
on high mountain peaks and soars in the 
heavens. He is watchful and farsighted. 
It is said that you cannot slip up on an 
eagle. It is also said that when a storm- 
cloud is rising an eagle gets restless, walks 
back and forth and rises up a little way 
in the air on his wings and then comes 
down. He continues this until the cloud 
is about up and he then gives a loud squall 
and is gone up, up, above the clouds, and 
there soars in the heavens until the storm 
is over, then comes down again. This is 
a beautiful type of the ready, worthy 
saints who will be caught up before the 
awful storm of the tribulation and there 
remain with Jesus in the air until the 
tribulation is over, then with Jesus and 
the white horse company come back to 
earth again. Jesus said, “For wheresoever 
the carcase is, there will the eagles be 
gathered together.” Much could be said 
about the qualities of an eagle represent- 
ing a Christian life. 

The ox we accept as a type of humility, 
service and sacrifice. Humility is one of 
the greatest graces that a Christian may 
have. Jesus said, “For he that is least 
(most humble) among you all, the same 
shall:be great.” Matt. 9:48. The ox is an 
ox wherever you place him. Hitch him 
to a gold chariot, he is an ox. Hitch him 


living creature, we 
must be willing to take the lowest place 
of an ox. If we are not willing to take 
the most humble place, we are not fitted 
to take the highest. If we are not willing 
to be ruled over, we are not in the proper 
spirit to rule over others. All these 
characteristics have great significance. 


The face of a man shows that these 
living creatures are human beings, in- 
telligent beings, and as above stated, Rev. 
5:9 shows thatgthey are redeemed saints. 

The lion and eagle stand at the head 
of their respective species. The ox stands 
at the head of the qualities mentioned of 
him. The man was created and placed at 
the head and over all the works of God 
in this world. All this I take to set forth 
that the living creatures are the highest 
order of redeemed saints and placed at 
the head of all the redeemed. To my 
understanding we are prepared in this life 
to fill this highest place of the glorified 
in the life to come. It will indeed mean 
much to be one of them. 


There is not so much said in regard 
to the elders. The scriptures place them 
next in rank to the living creatures and 
apparently in the same company. They 
sing the same song with the living 
creatures, yet there is a difference. The 
living creatures are in the throne, the 
elders around the throne. The living 
creatures have over their heads the color 
of sapphire stone, Ezek. 1:26; 10:1; 
which indicates the highest rank. The 
elders have on crowns of gold which 
indicate the second rank, 1 Cor. 3:12. 
In their song together (Rev. 5:9, 10) 
they say, “Thou art worthy to take the 
book, and to open the seals thereof: for 
thou wast slain, and hast redeemed us 
to God by thy blood out of every kin- 
dred, and tongue, and. people, and nation; 
and hast made us unto our God kings 
and priests: and we shall reign on the 
earth.” So we find that the living 
creatures appear more like kings and give 
command; the elders more like priests 
and give counsel. Their number is twen- 
ty-four, which is a priestly number. 
Right next to the living creatures, the 
elders, too, rank high. These two ranks, 
but one company, according to St. John’s 
Patmos vision, are translated before the 
tribulation begins and take part in the 
administration of the judgments of that 
time, at least the living creatures do. 
Christ breaks a seal of the sealed book 


and the living creatures give command

We sent him Evangels and Lighted Pathways, 
for which he wrote and thanked us and explained the work of 
Pentecostal movements in France. He wrote us of the great 
work being done by Dr. Carleton B. French, a missionary then 
in Paris. Then came the dark days. Paris was bombed; northern 
France was occupied by the Germans. We heard no more from 
Brother Potiez. Whether he was dead or alive, we knew not, but 
because of not hearing from him we had become resigned to the 
worst. But this was not true. 

This week we had a visit to the office of Dr. French, who 
came safely through the Battle of France and after being sepa- 
rated from Brother Potiez for a long time, neither knowing the 
other was alive, they were reunited. Dr. French left Marseille 
about two months ago to return to America. He is now a mem- 
ber of the Church of God and is preaching in many of the larg- 
er churches and telling the marvelous story of his escape.

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Missionary to France Returns 
Becomes a Member of the Church of God

I want to tell how wonderfully God 
undertook for dear Brother Potiez, my 
worker who, being a French citizen, of 
course had to respond to the colors when 
France was forced into this great World 
War No. 2. We, as Christians in France, 
naturally are opposed to war and kill- 
ing our neighbors and I knew that 
Brother Potiez would have this problem 
to face as soon as we heard the an- 
nouncement that war was declared, so 
immediately I hastened to the northern 
part of France where he was stationed 
carrying on our work, and I am so hap- 
py to tell you that God undertook for 
him beautifully and he was put into the 
Army with the full liberty of carrying 
on his work as a missionary. As a chap- 
lain he was able to preach and teach the 
precious Word of God to his fellow 
comrades and to give out tracts and lit- 
erature and our Bibles, and carried on a 
gracious ministry all the time that he 
was there as a member of the French 
Army. Eternity alone will reveal to us 
the gracious ministry our dear brother 
carried on for Jesus and for the cause of 
righteousness. 


He was north of Paris in the last great 
battle of France and when the order 
was given to retreat, as it was given to 
the civilians and to the Army, he came 
southward and it was from then on that 
we lost contact with each other. He 
thought that I was dead and I thought 
that he had passed on for we didn’t 
hear from each other for over two 
months. I will never forget our coming 
together. How beautiful of the Lord, 
after two months of separation and with 
agony and grief and remorse from such 
a terrible separation and the thought 
that death had caused an end to our 
work, to see him coming to us where 
we were refugees in the central part of 
France the last of July. He had gotten 
down to Bordeaux and got in contact 
with our American Consul and from 
him he learned that I was alive and 
learned how I was. I will never forget 
the morning I opened the door and saw 
him standing there. I can easily under- 
stand how Livingston and Stanley felt 
as they met each other in dark Africa. 
It was a glorious reunion to us, to know 
this precious saint whom I had seen 
washed in the blood now safe to carry 
on our work in France! Our hearts were 
so happy. We wept and had a great time 
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of rejoicing and immediately got back 
into the harness and carried on our work 
from that moment on until I was forced 
to leave France. 


I left our dear brother in Marseille, 
the great southern port, and there we 
commenced our labors again for our 
former work was in the northern part of 
France, which is now the occupied zone, 
and as far as we know over sixty per 
cent of our people have been killed and 
our work almost entirely destroyed. We 
will not know until the war ends, if it 
ever does, just how much of the work 
is left in France. But now _ Brother 
Potiez is faithfully laboring in the 
southern part of the country, carrying 
on the work diligently and needing your 
prayers. I am asking you to remember 
our dear brother and God will bless you 
and reward you for being faithful to 
him in the work as you pray. We are 
wanting the Church to have this great 
field and be there working when the 
Master comes. 


J talked with Brother Potiez before 
leaving France, and some of our dear 
people, telling them that after much 
consideration for several years, that I 
would, if the Lord tarried, unite, coming 
into full fellowship with the Church of 
God in America upon arriving. This I 
have done. It is a great privilege for me 
to be a member of the Riverside, Ga., 
Church of God and throw my lot in 


with the dear saints who are holding up 
the high standard of righteousness and 
holiness here in our own country. 


Brother Potiez and other workers and 
our people will follow in my steps if it 
seems best and if the Church will ac- 
cept this humble work God has given to 
us through these years. We are only too 
happy and glad to come into fellowship 
and to work together against sin and the 
devil across the water in Europe, the 
very center of these last great days, 
where God’s Word is being fulfilled, 
where prophecy is coming to pass. It is a 
great privilege to be a missionary in Eu- 
rope these days where we are to see the 
Roman Empire revived and the great 
battles being fought that are hastily 
moving us on to Armageddon. 


It will make your heart rejoice as you 
learn how Brother Potiez was saved 
from a life of sin. He was a conductor 
of a jazz orchestra and was broadcast- 
ing all over France and working for the 
devil, and the first time he ever heard 
a message on the blood of Jesus and the 
love of God, his heart was melted and he 
came to the altar and surrendered his 
life and never from that day on did he 
use his trumpet for the devil and this 
world, but instead he has used it for 
God’s glory, singing and playing instru- 
ments for the praise and the honor of 
our Christ. He has become a real saint. 
The French people love him. They look 
to him for support and for comfort and 
courage these days and I know that you 
are going to ke this young man on 
your hearts. He is only twenty-seven 
years of age and God has wonderfully 
used him. He wants to come to Ameri- 
ca as his life has constantly been threat- 
ened and we feel that it would be a good 
thing for him to do in case the war takes 
a worse turn, and it will enable him to 
enter our great Bible School. He needs 
further training and encouragement and 
this will better prepare him for the work 
there in Europe. You remember our 
brother and don’t forget he is a member 
of this great body of believers, the body 
of Christ, as you are. Take him upon 
your hearts and God will bless you, I am 
sure, for all of these things that you do 
for our work in Europe. 


Naturally, when the war was first de- 
clared, and we found ourselves there

Just received good news from Muske- 
gon, Michigan. “Our first meeting was 
Sunday School of about twenty-five on 
August 18, 1940. We started without a 
penny to do with.

Aires, Argentina, where we were water- 
bound on one side and snowbound on the 
other. After waiting for several days we 
were informed that the railway line to 
Chile had been opened to traffic, and we 
started out by train, but had to travel 
by car part of the way, due to washouts 
in the railway across the Andes Moun- 
tains. As it was the beginning of August, 
the coldest time of the year in the South- 
ern Hemisphere, more snow was to be 
expected, and it came. The snow was so 
deep in places we could barely see out, 
and the train proceeded with much diffi- 
culty, even after the snowplows and 
rotaries had cleared the track. About fifty 
cows froze to death on a freight train 
that preceded us, and it seemed for a 
time we, too, would freeze out. We ran 
short of food, and the lights in the dining 
car went out, when the heating system 
froze up. It was well enough that we 
were packed in the train like sardines in 
a tin, as the saying goes, for we finally 
reached Santiago, Chile, apparently none 
the worse for the experience, except we 
were tired, hungry and sleepy, and about 
twelve hours behind schedule. 


The Christ of the Andes 


The Andes Mountains are the highest 
in the world outside of Asia. Mt. Acon- 
cagua stands near the Trans-Andine 
Railway Crossing and has an elevation 
of 22,850 feet. There to one side stands 
the statue of ‘“Ghrist the Redeemer,” 
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Argentine Republic, for settled peace be- 
tween the Argentine and Chilean peoples. 
The pedestal on which the giant “Christ- 
us” stands, holding aloft the cross, bears 
this inscription: “Sooner shall these 
mountains crumble into dust than the 
peoples of Argentina and Chile break the 
peace which at the feet of Christ the 
Redeemer they have sworn to maintain.” 
Unfortunately for us we passed the place 
after night and could not see, as we 
would liked to have done. But after all, 
it was just another one of the many

images so cherished in South America, 
where people go about blindly, seeking 
peace with their fellowmen and their 
Creator. Don’t you feel like saying, “Here 
am I, Lord, send me”? Oh! there is such 
a joyous feeling coming to one accorded 
the privilege of telling them “Love has 
found a way” for “God so loved the 
world.” 


The Virgin of Mt. San Cristobal 

Arriving in Santiago de Chile, we saw 
at once the giant statue of the Virgin 
Mary that stands on the highest part of 
Mt. San Cristobal overlooking the city. 
It appeared to be made of white marble 
surmounting a small chapel done in native 
granite. There is an incline railway that 
serves in connection with an automobile 
road in use by the pilgrims that come 
from far and near to pray (they are 
Catholic of course). The chapel has be- 
come noted as a “healing shrine,” and 
plaques about the place within testified 
to the fact many had been healed, some 
of serious ailments, in answer to prayer. 
Many of the tablets were made of costly 
materials such as marble, etc., with letters 
done in gold. There were crutches and 
other such supports and braces left, sup- 
posedly bearing testimony to the healing 
of certain individuals. They pray to the 
Virgin, naturally, but at least they are 
exercising faith to the extent of the 
knowledge they have of spiritual things. 
That makes one want to go and help 
them get straightened out in their beliefs 
and practices, as affects the Christian 
religion. The following account bespeaks 
for the fact, some of them have been 
putting their theories into practice, pro- 
ducing splendid results as a consequence. 


The Pentecostal Revival in Chile 

It is a long story to say the least and 
I am not sure that I could say just how 
it was the Lord made it possible for us 
to contact some of the principals that 
had to do with the great Pentecostal 
revival that has come to Chile. 

The Chilean revival dates back to near 
the time of the first general outpouring 
of the Holy Ghost during these last days, 
or about the year 1906. The meeting 
started among the Methodists of the 
Episcopal branch, after one North 
American professor, a bishop in the latter 
named church, had received the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost. The revival fires 
continued to spread until now there are 
about sixty central churches established, 
and some of these have as many as twenty 
local branches, if I am correctly informed, 
and hundreds, yes thousands I believe, 
have received the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, with the initial evidence of speak- 
ing in other tongues, as the Spirit gives

“Boston, Mass., December 24.—For the 
SECOND TIME in FIVE DAYS startling 
earth tremors today shook the densely 
populated Northeast from Pennsylvania 
to Canada and brought from a Harvard 
geologist the opinion that this section 
might now enjoy a lull from earth- 
quakes. More persons were shaken by the 
tremors than were last Friday, for today’s 
came during working hours at about 
8:45 a.m. Kirtley F. Mather, Harvard 
geologist, said the two quakes probably 
had completed a major adjustment in the 
earth’s crust in central New England and 
if this conjecture was so, there probably 
will be nothing but slight after-shocks to 
. disturb our calm... . ” The eminent 
doctor may be right.

“Cincinnati, Ohio, Dec. 26.—A Christ- 
mas-Day earthquake of minor intensity, 
centered within 200 miles of Cincinnati, 
direction undetermined, was disclosed to- 
day with inspection of seismographis rec- 
ords at Xavier University. The Rev. Vic- 
tor C. Stechschulte, seismologist, said the 
shock was recorded at 1:49 a. m. and con- 
tinued for about one minute.” 


“Seville, Spain, Dec. 26.—An earth 
shock lasting two seconds roused the peo- 
ple of Seville from their sleep early this 
morning. The quake shook house lights 
but did no appreciable damage.” All the 
foregoing quakes, tremors and shocks are 
sufficient to cause every child of God to 
be on his toes. 

“Little Rock, Ark., Dec. 23.—An- 
nouncing 2,191 new cases of influenza 
had been reported for the week ending 
Dec. 21, State Health Officer W. B. 
Grayson said today upper respiratory dis- 
eases had reached epidemic proportions in 
Arkansas. A total of 550 cases. 110 of 
them University of Arkansas students, 
were reported from Washington County. 
Clay County had 593 cases. Two deaths 
were reported. The new cases were re- 
ported from 45 of the 75 counties.” 

TIME has the following on the ques- 
tion of epidemics: ““The epidemic of mild 
influenza on the West Coast appeared to 
be petering out there. From the coast the 
disease travelled south, striking Texas and 
Oklahoma, but with waning force. Hard- 
est hit was the little town of Alexandria, 
La., where authorities estimated at least 
30,000 flu cases. Only large city stricken 
was Montreal, Quebec, where many fac- 
tories and business houses were closed or 
on part time.” Coupled with WARS 
AND RUMORS OF WARS, we 
have PESTILENCES AND EARTH- 
QUAKES. 


Dr. George Gallup said last week that 
the “Number of Americans who feel IN- 
SECURE in an economic sense is far 
larger than most persons in political cir- 
cles suppose. A study by the Institute 
(American Institute of Public Opinion) 
indicates that an actual majority of vot- 
ers are either on relief or would have to 
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join the breadlines within six months if 
they lost their jobs and could find no 
other work.” Dr. Gallup says they feel 
INSECURE. That is a good word to ex- 
press the feelings of the greater part of 
the peoples of the earth today. Unan- 
chored. Unsettled. Unstable. Unhappy.

So far as our records go, all the people

Under his leadership it 
has grown incessantly until at the 
present time we have seven music 
teachers instead of one. 

In our music curriculum we 
now offer six different subjects 
consisting of Theory I and Il, 
Sight-Singing I and II, Harmony 
I and II, Counterpoint, Composi- 
tion, and Chorus-Directing. This 
is aside from the instrumental de- 
partment, which is under the di- 
rection of Professor Harry Hatch-

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Question: Please explain Matt. 12:36 
and the last word of Mark 7:22; namely, 
“foolishness.” I am quite a joking cut-up 
with people around me, yet, these two 
scriptures condemn me for it.—H. V. C. 

Answer: Now for the first verse re- 
ferred to, Matt. 12:36, “But I say unto 
you, That every idle word that men shall 
speak, they shall give account thereof in 
the day of judgment.” The word “idle” in 
this passage is taken from the Greek word 
“argos” and means “inactive, unem- 
ployed, and useless.” In Mark 7:22 fool- 
ishness is listed among those things that 
proceed from the heart and defile man. 
The word “foolishness” comes from the 
Greek word “‘aphrosune” and is defined 
as “senselessness egotism.” The Greek 
word for folly is “‘anoia” and means stu- 
pidity, rage and madness. Now to sum up 
the whole matter, we conclude that idle 
words are those which are meaningless and 
senseless and that foolishness is sense- 
less. Words that are meaningless are 
foolishness and usually the way one acts 
when he is angry or mad is folly. There 
must be a line of demarcation drawn be- 
tween foolishness and humor. Jesus Him- 
self uttered many humorous things which 
trapped the Pharisees and Sadducees. He 
sent word to Herod, “Go tell that fox.” 
Elijah, at the great sacrifice of Carmel, in 
which there was a contest between him 
and the prophets of Baal, made light of 
them as they called on their god. Paul 
used craftiness in his religious work. 
Therefore, a good sense of humor does not 
show foolishness or senselessness but 
rather is meaningful and portrays, as a 
usual thing, good philosophy. Everything 
that is funny is not foolishness. 

Question: Please explain 1 Peter 3:3, 
also 1 Tim. 2:9.—M. S. B. 


Answer: We have had many questions 
on these two scriptures so we are 
venturing to answer for all those 
who made such, inquiries. Both scrip- 
tures, one by the Apostle Paul, the 
other by Peter, are giving admonition 
regarding outward adorning as compared 
with. the inward Spirit which all Chris- 
tians should possess. These directions giv- 
en are plain enough for any to under- 
stand. It seems, however, that inquiry is, 
in particular, relative to the word “plait- 
ing” in Peter’s admonition, and the word 
“broided” in the admonition of Paul. 
The word “plaiting” comes from the 
Greek word “emploke” and means “the 
elaborate braiding of the hair.” The word 
“broided” comes from the Greek word 
“plegmah” meaning “‘a stylish plait of the 
hair.” Neither of these words seems to 
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mean the ordinary braiding or plaiting of 
the hair, in which way practically all the 
Jewish women took care of their hair; 
but rather to a special twist and curl that 
was used by the Roman ladies and imi- 
tated by the aristocratic Jews. It was this 
manner of being like other people in run- 
ning after their style that both Paul and 
Peter condemned. :

the utterance. The work is spread out 
along the coast for nearly 2,800 miles, 
the farthest church being located on the 
shore of the Strait of Megellan in far-off 
Chilean Patagonia. They have long since 
formed a new society known as “The 
Pentecostal Methodist Church,” and it is 


run under a new heading of course. The . 


work has been left in charge of the native 
Chilean bishop and the local ministry. I 
had often heard of the “Shouting Metho- 
dists” and on that occasion ran into a 
large company of them. I visited the 
heads of the church in Santiago de Chile 
and was received with open arms by the 
brethren. The central church seats only 
about two thousand, and since there are 
more than three thousand registered 
members there, many of them usually 
attend one of the local branches. While 
preaching to about fifteen hundred one 
Sunday night, I asked all to hold up their 
hands that had received the Holy Ghost 
baptism, and about three-fourths of them 
responded in the affirmative, and most 
of the rest, perhaps all of them, rushed 
to the altar when the invitation was given. 
We held a preliminary meeting with the 
officials of the church and they favored 
very much with the question of uniting 
with the Church of God. Early in 1941, 
Santiago, the capital of Chile, with about 
a million inhabitants, is to celebrate the 
four hundredth anniversary of its found- 
ing and I have been invited to speak for 
these people in their General Conference, 
that is to be held in this connection. 


If our plans materialize, we will con- 
sider further the question of uniting 
in the work. Chile is a wide-open field 
for missions of the Evangelical order. 
One may preach when and where he 
pleases, and according to the dictates of 
his conscience, without fear of being 
molested. Of course, our readers will 
understand that there are usually ex- 
ceptions and one cannot pin his faith to 
happenings of the past; he must be pre- 
pared for any eventuality. But for an 
example, the Pentecostal people there in 
Santiago recently put on a demonstration 
that was followed by a parade of about 
3,500 through the principal streets of the 
city with their music, singing and playing 
holiness songs, with some testifying and 
preaching the Word at important inter- 
sections. 

Other Opportunities 


We were delayed so long by the snow- 
storms in getting out of Argentina, that 
I finally had to take a plane toward the 
end of my journey (making Guatemala 
and El Salvador via air to Mexico line) 
and so had to travel in steerage class from 
Valpraiso, Chile, to Cristobal, Panama, 
in order to hold my expenses down to 
the amount allotted. It resulted in one 
of the nicest trips I had ever been privi- 
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leged to make, though sixteen of us men 
had to sleep in one room. The fact was, 
the ship was so filled that no other class 
of passage was available. We even had 
one millionaire copper-mine operator who 
took no little interest in our work and 
has invited me back to Chile as his guest 
at the hotel where he lives. We made calls 
at different ports in Chile, Peru, Ecua- 
dor, and Colombia on the way up, and 
suffice to say, we have many other op- 
portunities in these countries if we had a 
few more consecrated missionaries that 
could speak Spanish. The study of Span- 
ish should be taken up by those who are 
considering work in any country of South 
America except Brazil, where Portuguese 
is spoken, and the Guianas, where the 
languages of the respective powers are 
official; namely, English, Dutch, and 
French. 
In Panama, Guatemala, and El Salvador 
We visited Brothers De Souza and 
Angvick in Panama, where the work is 
taking on new life with interest increas- 
ing. 
So confident that God had something 
for us in El Salvador, I included that 
country in my “Round the World Tour” 
in 1936, and was in possession of a pre- 
paid passage order for the return trip to 
the coast by ship. However, we got off 
our schedule for some reason and cut out 
the side trip to Central America. It de- 
veloped that God was in the arrange- 
ments, as Brother Syverson was called to 
that field where a number of churches, 
including their pastors and several hun- 
dred members, have been brought into 
our fellowship, the chief minister being 
a former associate of Brother Pitt, now 
in China at the head of our work. We 
had a wonderful time with Brother Sy- 
verson and the people in El Salvador, 
where we met together in E] Congo, one 
of their central stations. We also enjoyed 
some wonderful meetings with Brother 
and Sister Furman in Kezaltenango and 
Totonicapan, Guatemala. The work there, 
after twenty or more years of faithful la- 
bor on the part of these God-called mis- 
sionaries, still continues to grow and 
prosper, though they, like all others 
among our missionaries, have their prob- 
lems. We are loath to speak of what the 
devil is doing against us, preferring to 
call your attention to what God is do- 
ing for us, and if we don’t praise Him 
and tell it abroad, who will? I forgot to 
mention Sister Syverson in E] Salvador, 
she is getting right into the work and 
progressing rapidly in her language work. 
I asked Brother Syverson how she got by 
in his absence, with such a limited Span- 
ish vocabulary. His_answer_was, ““By 
signs _an rs,” the inference bei 
that Mrs. Syverson mixed her English and— 








Spanish and made signs while the Salva- 





doranians “wondered.” She has the right 
idea, for after all, that is the only way 


to learn, putting one’s theory into prac- 
tice. 
ON TO MEXICO 

From Guatemala we continued to 
Mexico City by train and spent several 
days there where we learned that the work 
was spreading out very fast. As a com- 
parison, to show the increase, which is 
only approximate, the interest is so great 
it is hard to keep up with the new mis- 
sions and churches established. 

The reports show that twenty-four 
new works have been established since our 
last General Congress, with more than a 
thousand new members brought in. This 
increase affects the newly-formed unit 
under Brother Ruesga. We have organ- 
ized three more churches in our field in 
Mexico, built one church, have another 
ready, or just about so. We want to dedi- 
cate it Christmas, if God wills. I wanted 
to spend Christmas with my family this 
year, having been denied that privilege for 
several years, but here we are on the 
field again and happy to be able to do a 
little something in the Master’s vineyard. 


AN OPEN DOOR IN THE PHILIP- 
PINES 

We have wanted to get a work estab- 
lished in the Philippine Islands for sev- 
eral years, and now it seems that the time 
has come for us to move in that direc- 
tion. It began with a young nurse, a 
member of the Presbyterian Church in 
Guatemala City, C. A. She came to the 
United States where she received the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost and married 
a Pentecostal preacher, an ex-U. S. sol- 
dier. They went to the Philippines and 
started the work several years ago, and 
have recently wrote me they would like 
to come in the Church of God and bring 
their churches, twenty-eight congrega- 
tions. 


We are also trying to contact the coun- 
tries of Australia and New Zealand in 
the far-off antipodes, with a view of es- 
tablishing the work there in the near fu- 
ture. We thought of possibly making a 
tour of the Pacific, going around by Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, the Philippines and 
China on the return, if the brethren com- 
posing the Mission Board thought it ad- 
visable. By all means, we must try to get 
the mind of God in the matter, so we ask 
you to pray to that end. We have made 
this article a little lengthy, so please par- 
don us, as we do not expect to be writing 
as often as before; we want to allow more 
space to our other missionaries, so please 
let us hear from you. There should be 
something on missions in the paper each 
week.

that puts the judgment powers in action. 
So we find that it will mean much to be 
in this company and among them ac- 
counted “worthy to escape.” According 
to St. John’s Patmos vision, these will be 
the worthy ones. It is high. 

Now let’s go a little farther with these 
living creatures and elders. What else 
may be said of them? Who are they? We 
find that both the Old and New Testa- 
ments plainly teach different ranks of 
saints. They both teach of a Bride and 
Bridegroom. We could only expect the 
highest rank saints to be the Bride. The 
Bride and Bridegroom are one. We find 
that the living creatures are the highest 
rank saints taught in the New Testa- 
ment. Then who can say they be but the 
Bride? They are in and around the throne 
with Christ, apparently one with Him. 
We accept them as the Bride. 

At a marriage the bridesmaids, or the 
attendants of the bride, rank next to 
her. So as the elders rank next to the 
living creatures, we accept them as the 
attendants of the Bride. We have a beau- 
tiful type of this in Rebekah and her 
maids riding the camels together, going 
to meet Isaac. They were one company, 
yet both the bride and bridesmaids were 
there. A casual observer may not have 
noticed the difference in Rebekah and 
her maids, yet there was a difference, 
but both in one company. While there is 
a difference in the living creatures and 
the elders, we accept them as one com- 
pany, the Bride and her attendants, and 
according to the teaching of this truth 
in St. John’s vision, they will be the 
ones and the only ones accounted “worthy 
to escape” the tribulation and be ready 
for translation when Jesus comes. So we 
see it will take a high experience and 
preparation to be accounted among the 
worthy ones. 

Not only is this truth set forth in this 
scripture, but other scriptures as well. 
Are not Enoch and Elijah accepted as 
exemplary types of translation? Then a 
little study of their lives will show the 
high experience that is necessary. Also in 
1 John 3:2, 3 it says, “When he shall 
appear, we shall be like him; for we shall 
see him as he is. And every man that 
hath this hope in him purifieth himself, 
even as he is pure.” To be as pure as 
Christ is pure, separated from everything 
that is in the least contrary to divine 
nature, is indeed a wonderful experience.

in the midst of it, we hardly knew 
which way to turn and what our atti- 
tude would be. The French Govern- 
ment has been so kind as to allow mis- 
sionary work to be carried on without any 
hindrances whatever and even now in 
the free part of France the native peo- 
ple can continue religious activities. God 
has been so good to us as to allow the 
work to continue, and finally He spoke 
to us and showed us plainly that this 
was a holy war, a war between the 
forces of evil and the forces of right- 
eousness, and in spite of the fact that we 
would never bear arms nor kill, that 
we must cast our lot with those who 
were endeavoring to keep civilization 
alive, to keep our churches open, and 
to give us religious liberty and freedom 
and a safe place for our young people to 
live and to be reared to good useful citi- 
zens, and as soon as we realized this 
then we put every effort into the work 
which has been carried on relentlessly 
since the very beginning of the war. 
This great turmoil in Europe has 
brought a great problem to the churches. 
Missionaries are having to be recalled. 
No funds and support can get to them 
and there has had to be a withdrawal in 
many places. It saddens our hearts but 
somehow God understands. It may be a 
part of His great plan as this age is 
winding up and the present conflict 
moving fast eastward where we believe 
it will end in Armageddon. But, oh, how 
our hearts rejoice and how we praise 
God and shout His praises as we realize 
that when these most terrible, most sad- 
dening and grievous things come to 
pass, that we as His children will have 
been translated, we _ will have been 
caught away to be forever with our 
Lord. Praise His precious name! 


It means something today, dear 
hearts, to be true, but as I have been 
visiting our churches, coming back and 
getting acquainted with the pastors, I 
have found them and their people to be 
made of that stock that means that they 
are going to stand true and faithful to 
the end, that God is going to use us as 
a Church to be His faithful witnesses 
to the very last moment during _ this 
great Pentecostal Dispensation.

baptized with the Holy Ghost. What a 
great privilege it has been to be able to 
proclaim the three definite works of 
grace, this high standard of righteous- 
ness and holiness to those who are hun- 
gry across the waters. 


Our work, as far as we know, is the 
only one that maintains and preaches 
these three great experiences. The way 
has often been hard, persecutions have 
come, we have been talked about, lied 
about, accused, maltreated, but it has 
only drawn us closer to God, driven us 
closer to the great bleeding heart of Je- 
sus and His holy blessing has been more 
than ever upon our work and our minis- 
try. We feel sometimes like hiding our- 
selves away. We want to be quiet and 
study to magnify Jesus and let Him use 
our lives as He sees best. We are in a 
holy warfare.

This way is a clean way, a 
pious way, a devout way, the only way 
that will lead us from earth to glory, and 
I feel that our great Church of God has 
a great place im this plan, the divine re- 
demptive scheme that God has entrusted 
to us, and we are going to be faithful 
to our charge, aren’t we? as God lives 
and continues to move in us and helps us 
to carry on our gracious ministry. 


As I have come back I realize more 
than ever the great responsibility lying 
upon us, and I am wanting to have my 
life used here in the homeland as God 
sees best, as the leaders of our Church 
see best. Any places wanting me either 
in our new junior college or the Bible

I would not 
want to miss it, walking «p those streets 
of gold with the saints and loved ones, 
playing on their harps of gold. Oh, the 
singing and shouting of that chorus will 
be grand as we meet our Christ and 
loved ones over in the glory land. May 
God bless our Church, our great con- 
stituency, and keep us faithful and true 
to the end, until Jesus comes. Amen.
